"lames VI and | (19 June 1566 - 27 March 1625) was King of 
Scots as James VÍ and King of England and King of Ireland as 
James I. He ruled|in Scotland as James VI from 24 July 1567, 
‘when he was only one year old, succeeding his mother Mary, 
Queen of Scots. Regents governed during his minority, which 
ended officially in 1578, though he did not gain full control of 
his government uhtil 1581. On 24 March 1603, as James I, he 
succeeded the lat Tudor monarch of England and ireland, 
Elizabeth 1, who pied without issue. He then ruled England, 
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Scotland and Ireland for 22 years, until his death at the age of 
58. 


James achieved most of his aims in Scotland but faced great 
difficulties in England, including the Gunpowder Plot in 16; 
and repeated conflicts with the English Parliament, According 
a tradition originating with historians of the mid-seventeent 
century, James's taste for political absolutism, his financi 
irresponsibility, and his cultivation of unpopular favourite

Under James, the "Golden Age" of Elizabethan literature ai 
drama continued, with writers such as William Shakespeai 
John Donne, Ben Jonson, and Sir Francis Bacon contributing to 
flourishing literary culture.
